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IMPROVEMENT in railroad earnings has come to be 
regarded as an old story, but nevertheless this feature 
continues one of the most encouraging signs of the 
times. All railroads in the United States reporting 
for May show total gross earnings of $32,008,399, 
an increase of 15.4 per cent over May last year, when 
the railroads were reporting considerable losses. 








THE LIFE of private brands these days can scarce- 
ly be designated as “one long sweet song.” On the 
contrary, as far as private brands of 
hardware are concerned, it would ap- 
pear that their doom is sealed, if one is 
to be guided by the handwriting on the 
wall. At the recent convention of the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association at Pittsburgh

there was “something doing’ along this line—some- 
thing more than mere discursive words of censure and 
disapprobation of the attitude of jobbers in demand- 
ing that manufacturers bow in submission to their 
mandatory propositions regarding the branding of 
their products. The last day of the convention was 
marked by opposition to such a condition of affairs 
so pronounced as to lead one to conclude that the 
ultimatum is about to be issued and open warfare on 
private brands begun. The following resolutions 
passed by the Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, 
would lend color to such an inference: 

Whereas, The members of this association are en- 
deavoring to stop the growth of special brand _ busi- 
ness and influence jobbers and retailers to more large- 
ly carry and push regular factory brands of goods, 
and 

Whereas, Our members are among the largest con- 
sumers of many lines of hardware, be it 

Resolved, That the members of this association in 
the purchase of their own supplies accept only goods 
bearing a regular factory brand, thus encouraging by 
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their own actions those dealers who see fit to carry 
such factory brands of good. Be it further 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be for 
warded to the National Association of Manufactur 
ers of the United States, and the American Supply 
and Machinery Manufacturers’ Association for thei 
consideration. 

The sentiment expressed in the first resolution 
adopted by the American Hardware Manufacturers’ 
Association at its recent convention, and quoted above 
should appeal to every retail hardware merchant in 
the country. 
selves to such a laudable obligation as 
would find that competition from mail-order houses 
would not be as damaging to their interests as it is. 
Mail-order business and private brands are insepara- 
ble. There are many retail merchants who are loud 


If retailers generally would bind them- 
this, they 


in their denunciations of people patronizing mail-order 
houses while they themselves are aware that their 
families are patrons of the mail-order concerns. When 
the son wants a gun or the daughter a sewing ma 
chine the catalogue house in very many cases gets the 
order. Such acts as these are deserving of the great- 
est censure. 

The address of Julius C. Birge of St. Louis before 
the American Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, 
questioning the fairness of jobbers in asking manu- 
facturers to sell their products under private brands 
and at the same time requesting them not to sell 
goods of their own brands to catalogue houses or to 
retail houses, was an oration abounding in censorious 
In the course of 
his remarks Mr. Birge gave expression to the threat- 


language against such a demand. 


ening statement that unless jobbers would co-operate 
with manufacturers, as the latter had with the former, 
and in some reasonable degree represent the manu- 
facturers’ products, the sale of whose output has 
been honestly and completely in the hands of the job- 
bers, the latter would eventually discover that their 
chief competition did not arise from the catalogue 
and mail-order houses, but from the manufacturers 
direct. As a matter of fact, there are many manu- 
facturers who by the hardships wrought upon them 
by the demands of jobbers regarding special brands. 
are now reaching the trade with their highest grade 
goods directly and without any intermediate chan- 
nels of distribution. 
unless the present state of affairs undergoes a radical 


It is not at all improbable that 


change within a reasonable length of time, jobbers 
will not be shown the consideration by the manufac- 
turers that they have in the past, and the former will 
have no one to blame but themselves. 

It must be acknowledged that manufacturers gen- 
erally have suffered much from the abuse of the 
“special brand” scheme and that in many cases their 
reputations as producers of reliable goods have been 
jeopardized. 

If a bill which has been introduced into the Federal 
Legislature by a Kansas Representative does not get 
the “six months’ hoist,” manufacturers placing any 
other than their own name on any article made by 
them are liable to a fine of not exceeding $1,000 or 
imprisonment for a period of not exceeding six 
months, or both. The bill reads as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
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sentatives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That section one of an Act entitled “An 
Act to regulate commerce, approved February 4, 
1887,” be amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 1. The provisions of this Act shall apply 
to any person, firm, company, or corporation engaged 
in the production or manufacture of any article or 
commodity that enters into interstate and foreign 
commerce. 

It shall be unlawful for any such person, firm, com- 
pany, or corporation to print, emboss, or stencil, or to 
in any way place the name of any other than his or 
their own name upon such article as is manufactured 
by such person, firm, company, or corporation, and 
any other name or title whether real or fictitious, 
placed upon any article so manufactured than that of 
the person, firm, company, or corporation so manu- 
facturing it shall be deemed an attempt to defraud. 

It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to 
erase or change the name of the manufacturer or 
manufacturers of any article mentioned in this. 

Any person or persons, firm, company, or corpora- 
tion offering for sale or rent or otherwise disposing of 
any property intended for interstate or foreign com- 
merce, shall furnish therewith the name of the manu- 
facturer or manufacturers of said commodity or 
article. — 

Any person, firm, company, or corporation violating 
the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and fined in a sum of not exceeding $1,000, or 
imprisoned for a period of not exceeding six months, 
or both such fine and imprisonment as the court may 
direct. . 

This Act shall be in effect from and after its ap- 
proval by the President. 

The passage of such an act as this can scarcely 
work in any other way than to the advantage of the 
manufacturer and it is to be hoped that the bill 
will go through. Goods of standard manufaeture are 
more salable than goods bearing a private brand and 
in the majority of cases are more reliable. Legisla- 
tion of this character should not be detrimental eith- 
er to the jobber or retailer. On the contrary, its en- 
action should prove salutary to both. If jobbers and 
retailers would co-operate with the manufacturers 
in the sale of their trade-marked products there would 
be less to fear from mail-order competition and there 
would be much less price-cutting going on. 

Viewing the subject from an impartial standpoint, 
the doing away with private branded goods would 
remedy many of the ills which beset the trade today 
and prove beneficial to the manufacturer, jobber and 


retailer alike.

struction of 18,295 buildings, involving 
a total investment of $76,918,950, according to official 
reports, against 15,486 buildings, involving $45,210,- 
526 for the corresponding month a year ago, an in- 
crease of 2,809 buildings and $31,708,424, or 70 per 
cent. 

The most important feature of the great activity 
which characterizes building operations is the large 
number of cities showing tremendous increases over 
last year, notably New York, 145 per cent; Chicago, 
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109; Philadelphia, 71; Cleveland, 173; Omaha, 246; 
Indianapolis, 177; Toledo, 274; Oakland,, Cal., 203; 
Birmingham, 107; Davenport, 149; Stockton, 198; 
Sacramento, 156; Washington, 114; Des Moines, 218, 
To as far a point as one is permitted to look into 
the future, the indications clearly point to the begin- 
ning of another period of wonderful prosperity. Build- 
ing construction is such an important féature of good 
times, present and to come, based. in many instances 
upon the absolute necessity of more buildings for all 
purposes, a strong demand at high rents and conse- 
quently good returns to the investor, and the pros- 
pect of their future duplication, that they are thus led 
to place their money in this class of security. The coun- 
try is at the present time enjoying a period of un- 
usual prosperity, and from everything that one can 
see, it is at the beginning of a greater period of de- 
velopment than has ever before been known. 








W. C. Brown, president of the New York Central 
lines, and reputed to be the highest salaried railroad 

luteccsting official in the world, recently prophesied 
Interview within an interview in Chicago that the 

Railroad United States will enter upon an unpre- 

Magnate. cedented period of business expansion 
and prosperity as soon as Congress passes the Tariff 
Bill and the farmers harvest the crops which wave 
luxuriantly on the Western prairies. Mr. Brown stat- 
ed that people were more interested in having the tariff 
matter disposed of without delay than they were in 
what the bill actually contained. 

Turning to railroad matters, Mr. Brown said that 
there were now less than 300,000 idle railroad cars in 
the country. “During the business lull,” said he, “the 
railroads have improved their time by putting their 
equipment in first class order. Improved methods of 
operation have enabled the railroads to greatly in- 
crease the efficiency of their car mileage. The rail- 
roads’ business at present closely approximates the 
volume of 1907. The loaded car movement on the New 
York Central lines, for June, has increased 12,000 cars 
a day, and the total for the month will show an in- 
crease of over 300,000 cars, compared with the same 
period of last year. The New York Central lines this 
year are expending $4,000,000 in the improvement of 
their roadbed between Chicago and Buffalo, and $3,- 
000,000 for track rehabilitation between Buffalo and 
Albany.” 

Other railroads in various sections of the country 
have announced that extensive improvements are con- 
templated, principally the Western railroads. Vast ex- 
penditures are being made by the Western roads 
which are constructing transcontinentai lines. 

“There has been a steady improvement in all lines 
of business,” resumed Mr. Brown. “That improve- 
ment will be more pronounced, however, when the 
tariff question is settled. People who have: money to 
expend in the purchase of new equipment, especially 
railroads and manufactures, have been holding back 
because of this unsettled condition. It is like the fel- 
low who wears his fall suit until February and then 
thinks it is too late in the season to buy a winter’s out- 
fit.” 





RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Most great men have had noble mothers. Many 
who have attained enduring distinction have been the 
sons of weak, dissolute, and obdurate fathers. Very 
rarely have famous men sprung from mothers of a 
low grade. The story of Cornelia, daughter of Scipio, 
wife of Tiberius the elder and mother of the Gracchi, 
is one of the luminous pages of history. True, Ti- 
berius the younger and Caius had a remarkable father, 
but, dying when they were young, he left his sons to 
the mother’s care. She declined the hand and crown 
of King Ptolemy that she might devote her undivided 
attention to her sons. Great was her reward. The 
Gracchi were the noblest Romans of their day. It 
was the mother influence that molded their ideals. The 
mother of Confucius was “a woman of rare mental 
and spiritual worth.” The great ‘philosopher con- 
stantly sought her companionship and counsel. After 
her death he never went on a journey without first 
visiting her grave. Her memory was the star of his 
destiny. We forget that all great men have once been 
babies. It is difficult to picture Alexander, who “con- 
quered the world,” as a toddling infant at his mother’s 
knee. Yet the early influences have been the corner- 
stones of the glory of these great men. The father of 
Savonarolo was an indigent profligate. It was from 
his mother that he received his sublime courage, and 
her teachings were the basis of his character. Crom- 
well’s father died predicting that Oliver would turn 
out a good-for-nothing. But Cromwell had a mother 
who was his inspiration and a wife to whose influences 
he was greatly indebted. Susanna Wesley was the 
real founder of Methodism. She was her son’s con- 
stant confidant. Wesley’s love for her was the under- 
current of his career. He repeatedly credited her with 
making him all that he was. Pope a cynic and a sage, 
bitter in his resentments and cruel in his cynicisms, 
was devotion itself to his mother and owed much to 
her restraining influence. “It was to his mother,” 
says Mathews, “a woman of great energy and rare 
accomplishments, that Bulwer was indebted for the 
formation and guidance of his literary tastes.’”” The 
mother love and ambition paved the way for the son’s 
success. Richard Cobden was early separated from 
his home and sent by cruel fate to an English board- 
ing school. It was, however, the heartaches of that 
separation from his mother that largely influenced his 
life and developed his sympathies. To Cobden’s sym- 
pathies for humanity the world is forever indebted. 
When he was 9 years old Lincoln’s mother died, but 
years afterward he declared, “All that I am and all 
that I hope to be I owe to my mother.” “As the twig 
is bent the tree is inclined.” To the early énvironment 
of the hearthstone, to the aspirations of noble women, 
to the devotion of worthy mothers the world owes its 
greatest men.

The Elder Dempster Line of steamships, running 
from Montreal to South African ports, and subsidized 
by the Canadian Government, is offering free passage 
to commercial travelers, merchants, or manufacturers 
who are endeavoring in a bona fide manner to further 
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Canadian export trade to South Africa, says J. G. Lay, 
Consul-General at Cape Town. This steamship line has 
regular steamers for South Africa, one each month, 
and when cargo warrants it, occasional intermediate 
steamers. The steamers are fitted up with cold-storage 
accommodation. While, according to the subsidy con- 
tract, the steamers are not allowed to touch at any 
American port on their outward voyage except for 
coaling, nevertheless large quantities of. cargo shipped 
through Canada are being brought out for American 
manufacturers. The representative of the line at Cape 
Town expresses the opinion that if the American 
manufacturers sending out goods by way of Canada, 
desire to obtain the same facilities for their travelers 
as are given to the Canadian firms, it could be ar- 
ranged by communicating with the shipping company’s 
head office in Montreal.

During the past 50 years, according to the annual re- 
port of the New York Chamber of Commerce, foreign 
commerce carried in American ships has decreased 
39.06 per cent. No wonder that my friend W. C. 
Dickey, of the Ward-Dickey Steel Co., Indiana Har- 
bor, Ind., is so anxious to have a Mercantile Marine 
built up. For several weeks past I have noticed that 
his company’s advertisements in THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN have been largely given over to the advo- 
cacy of a Merchant Marine. If this plan were pur- 
sued by the thousands of other manufacturers in the 
United States, I don’t think it would be long before 
progressiveness would supplant decadence in this im- 
portant factor in the commerce of America. The ex- 
ample set by the Ward-Dickey Steel Co. might well be 
emulated by other manufacturers. Here are one or 
two forcible extracts from the advertisements to which 
I have reference: “We would like to see Old Glory 
floating over our goods en route to South America.” 
“Present route to South America—twice across the At- 
lantic: double time; double freight; cannot build ex- 
port trade under such a handicap.” “Of what use will 
the Panama Canal be to the United States with no mer- 
chant ships to sail it? It would cost less to build an- 
other navy and station it in the Pacific.” You're all 
right, Bro. Dickey. I’m sorry that you don’t occupy 
a seat in the Federal Legislature where you could be 
given an opportunity to arouse some of our Patres 
Conscripti from their lethargic condition.

Hardware Manufacturers’ Association held at Pitts- 


burgh, Pa., on June It.) 

No jobber or association of jobbers would question the 
right or the wisdom of a manufacturer to exploit his own 
business to the very best of his ability and from every stand- 
point. It is very natural for the jobbing trade, whose aver- 
age margin of profit is not sufficient to justify paying par- 
ticular attention to the upbuilding of any individuai manu- 
facturer, to feel that they cannot, in justice to their own 
profit, spend time and money to develop the business of 
the manufacturer. The wholesaler feels that it is the manu- 
facturer’s business to look after creating a demand for his 
goods himself. When this work is done and the goods are 
introduced among the trade, then the jobber feels that he 
can afford to put the goods in stock, invest his money in 
the goods and sell them on the ordinary basis of profits 
which are usually granted to the jobbing trade by manu- 
facturers. 





BRANCH HOUSES NECESSARY. 
Now this reason alone makes it very evident why manu- 
facturers are obliged at times, to establish branch houses 
in distributing centers for the sale of their goods, and par- 
ticularly to promote a permanent demand for the goods on 
the part of the smaller trade. The manufacturer does not 
do this because he wants to do it as a rule, but because he 
feels that it is necessary to do so in order to develop the 
trade in a satisfactory and permanent manner. Therefore, 
the fact of establishing and maintaining a branch house 
does not determine the attitude which the jobber should 
take toward the manufacturer who has a branch house. 
A FEW POINTED QUESTIONS. 
But there are questions entering into the evidence which 
make up the verdict of the jobbing trade toward such manu- 


facturers. 

1. Do the goods made by this particular manufacturer 
possess sufficient merit to entitle this. manufacturer to a 
place on the market? 

2. Does he make the kind of goods that meet the re- 
quirements of the trade? 

38. Do the goods give satisfaction? 
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4. Do these goods yield the jobber an adequate margin 
of profit to compensate him for carrying them in stock and 
selling them? 

5. Does the fact that this particular manufacturer op- 
erates a branch house prevent him from maintaining a 
proper and adequate re-sale price to protect the jobber in 
his trade with the retail dealers? 

If the answers to these questions determine that this 
manufacturer’s products are worthy of a place on the mar- 
ket, and if this manufacturer gives the jobber an oppor- 
tunity to make a profit out of his goods, there is no réason 
in the world, beyond a personal reason, why the jobber 
should not buy this particular manufacturer’s product and 
sell it. 

The jobber who controls the output of a certain fac- 
tory is a manufacturer as far as the sales end of the prop- 
osition is concerned, and yet the attitude of his fellow job- 
bers toward him would not be any different than their atti- 
tude toward any other jobber. He would become a mem- 
ber of the Jobbers’ Association; fully efttitled to all con- 
sideration as such. : 

It is true that in this particular case there could not 
be any penalty enforced against such a jobber as might be 
enforced in the case of a manufacturer who does a jobbing 
business, 

JOBBER SHOULD BENEFIT BY BRANCH HOUSE. 

Let us go a little farther. There is no reason in the 
vorld why a manufacturer with a branch house for the 
sale of his own goods should not be of vast assistance to 
the iobbers in his territory. The manufacturer then be- 
comes a live force for the introduction and sale of his 
goods and for the establishment of his goods on a perma- 
nent basis. No manufacturer opens a branch in any par- 
ticular distributing territory without the avowed purpose of 
interesting the jobbers in that particular territory in his 
goods, and no manufacturer would hesitate to co-operate 
with the jobber in the profitable sale of his goods, if the 
jobber will let him. 

No manufacturer operating a branch house has any- 
where near the number of salesmen on the road, nor does 
he cover the amount of territory that is covered by the 
jobber’s salesmen; nor as closely. It is his aim to do just 
enough business, and keep just enough force behind his 
goods in a particular distributing territory to keep his goods 
alive and make them profitable for the jobber to handle. He 
helps to keep out competition in kindred lines on the part 
of his manufacturing competitors, and if the jobbers in the 
territory in which he operates a branch house co-operate 
with such a manufacturer, the results can be made most 
satisfactory to the jobbing house, 

I venture to say that if the mutual interests of the 
jobber and manufacturer were considered in this broad 
way, and co-operation ‘were the rule, that the manufacturer 
who had maintained a branch house in a certain territory 
for ten years would be asked to continue that branch house 
as an aid to the jobbing interests, if he should seriously 
consider giving it up. 

The interests of the manufacturer and the wholesale 
hardware distributor in a proposition of this kind are 
mutual. It is distinctly to the interest of the manufacturer 
to protect his wholesale trade by establishing and main- 
taining his own re-sale prices to the retail trade and re- 
quiring his wholesale trade to do likewise. 


THE ADVERTISING ADVANTAGE. 


With the manufacturer on the ground, knowing the 
conditions that obtain in a territory, the wholesale hard- 
ware trade is in a position to receive from the manufacturer 
the advertising assistance necessary to enable the jobber 
to handle the goods profitably, with a minimum of expense 
for selling and a maximum of efficiency for delivering. 

A great many manufacturers make varied lines of goods 
not necessarily confined to one class of trade. These manu- 
facturers, more than any others, require the assistance of 
branch houses to properly develop and maintain their trade 
in territories at a distance from their factories. If they 
are given every assistance by the jobbing trade they will in 
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turn protect the jobber in his trade and so form between 
the manufacturer and the wholesale trade a community of 
interests that will be for the benefit of both. 


I can conceive of cases where manufacturers go into 
the jobbers’ territory and open branch houses with the 
avowed intention of taking the dealers’ trade at prices less 
than the jobber could afford to make. The manufacturers’ 
reasons for so doing may be for revenge, or with the mis- 
taken idea that he was to profit by the transaction. It makes 
little difference what his reasons may be for establishing 
such an organization ; but such a course would only be 
pursued by the manufacturer who had no regard for the 
jobbing trade, and he would not be inclined to care what 
attitude the jobbing trade should take concerning his goods. 

Therefore, any penalty that might be inflicted upon 
such a manufacturer would not deter him from carrying out 
his intentions, and penalizing manufacturers for maintain- 
ing branch houses would therefore, become a punishment 
only to the manufacturer who has in mind working in com- 
mon with the wholesale trade. 


THE QUESTION OF ‘COMPETITION. 


In these days business houses cannot stand still. They 
must grow or they will fall behind. Manufacturers cannot 
be satisfied while their competitors are reaping a harvest in 
a certain distributing ‘territory, nor will they remain quiet 
and let a competitor go into a territory where they have 
been strong and make an effort to take their trade away. 
Manufacturers must look after their fences. Looking after 
their fences does not mean unfair competition in trade 
necessarily; nor does it mean failure to maintain profitable 
re-sale prices on manufactured products. 

Therefore, we can conceive of vast benefits to the 
wholesale trade from the policy of the manufacturer who 
establishes a branch house in a certain territory and extends 
to his jobbing trade in that territory a price which will 
enable them; by co-operating with him and maintaining a 
re-sale price on the goods, to make a reasonable profit or 
even an exceptional profit, as the case may be. In this case 
the manufacturer will use every means within his power to 
keep his goods favorably before the buying public, and so 
enable the jobber to maintain his trade on these goods with- 
out fear of competition from other sources and with full 
knowledge that his profits are to be maintained, 


I know of a good many manufacturers who do not 
have branch houses, whose goods are eagerly sought for by 
the jobbing trade but who do not even maintain the dif- 
ferential in price between the consuming public and the job- 
bing trade, but sell them at practically the same price and 
cut out the possibility of a jobber marketing these goods to 
the consumer who buys in large quantities, or really the 
most profitable part of the jobber’s trade. 


SPECIAL BRAND GOODS. 


This brings us to the question that is ever before the 
jobbing trade, as well as the manufacturer, and that is, the 
increase in demand for special brand goods. What has 
caused this demand? To my mind the main cause is the 
competition between jobbers themselves on standard manu- 
factured brands. It has had the effect of so reducing their 
legitimate profits on some of the most staple goods that 
are handled by the wholesale hardware trade, that these 
staple goods. are no longer attractive to them from a profit 
standpoint. 

The jobbing trade can, without the knowledge or con- 
sent of the manufacturer, reduce the profit on the manu- 
facturer’s goods to a point where the jobbing trade is no 
longer interested. The jobber then begins to hunt around 
for a means to cure this evil and hits upon the special 
brand, which is made for him by this same manufacturer, 
perhaps at a price which will enable him to make a fair 
return on his investment. 

The jobbers are well and favorably known to their 
local trade. Their reputation is good and they take the 
chance of making use of their good-will to establish brands 
of their own in order to recoup themselves for having been 
obliged to meet unfair competition among themselves. 
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PRIVATE BRANDS DETRIMENTAL TO MANUFACTURERS. 


The manufacturer is placed in a very awkward position 
in this matter, to say nothing of his loss of profits. He has 
large sums invested in plant and machinery on which he is 
entitled to a fair income. He has been honest and fair in 
his dealings with the public and has built up a good busi- 
ness; but now the very foundation of his business is threat- 
ened with slow disintegration, not from any fault of his 
own but from the competitive methods adopted by his trade 
in trying to secure business on his line of goods. 

It takes a long time to bring about a condition of this 
kind but the condition may confront us any day, and it is a 
rather insignificant jobber that is not thinking a good deal 
about special brands. 

Where are the jobbers’ profits going to be in ten years 
from now on special brands. Is not John Smith’s speciat 
brand tool made by the same manufacturer who makes your 
tool (probably picked out of the same bin or stock rack) 
just as good a tool as you are selling? Can you prove to 
your trade that yours is any better? Then what is going 
to prevent John Smith from selling his tool 10 per cent 
cheaper than yours. In ten years from now your special 

* brands will be more unattractive to you than manufacturers’ 
brands are today for just the same reason, namely, close 
competition among yourselves. 

Now is not the manufacturer doing you a service when 
he goes into your territory and smooths out such unfair 
competition, keeps his goods before the public and allows 
you to make a_ legitimate profit on goods which are de- 
manded by the retail and consuming- trade? When this 
special brand business becomes unprofitable the manufac- 
turers who have established their own goods and jealously 
maintained their re-sale prices will then be in a position 


- to give the jobbers a line of goods which will again place 


them on a satisfactory plane from a profit standpoint. 

INTERESTS OF MANUFACTURER AND JOBBER IDENTICAL. 

The interests of the American Hardware Manufactur- 
ers’ Association and the interests of the Southern Hard- 
ware Jobbers’ Association lie along parallel lines. The desire 
of the manufacturer is to have a permanent and steady 
market for his product throughout the jobbing trade, but 
his efforts to establish such a market often compel him to 
spend money in trade developments which he would prefer 
not to spend. This expenditure for the development of 
trade ultimately becomes the heritage of the jobbing trade 
as a direct result of the desire on the manufacturer’s part 
to do a profitable business squarely and honestly, at all times 
protecting the jobber in his profits 

There are many small questions of detail and expedi- 
ency which it is not possible to cover in the short time that 
can be given to the consideration of a subject of this kind. 

That policy which will insure profits in the future and 
build up a business which is permanent generation after 
generation; which can be harded down from father to 
son, is in the end more satisfactory, both to the manufac- 
turer and the jobber, than policies which do not accom- 
plish this end, 

When the manufacturer is willing to help create and 
maintain a market for his goods he should have the co- 
operation of the jobbing trade and their hearty support. 

You have much more to fear from your own competi- 
tion among yourselves than you have to fear from the 
competition of the wise manufacturer, who wants your trade 
and is willing to meet you more than half way to make that 
trade satisfactory and profitable to you as well as himself. 

Sometimes the manufacturer is placed in the position 
of the “Darling Daughter” in the familiar jingle which you 
used to sing when you were boys: 

Mother, can I go out to swim? 
Yes, my darling daughter, 
Hang your clothes on a hickory limb, 
But don’t go near the water. 
sa alee fe 
That business which is so “different” that it cannot 
be helped by advertising—usually remains about the 


same.

RECENTLY PATENTED WARM-AIR FURNACE. 





A United States Patent on a warm-air furnace was 
on June 8 granted to Frank V. Knauss of the Ports- 
mouth Stove & Range Co., Portsmouth, Ohio. The 
application for the patent was filed on November 16,

1908. In combination with the combusion chamber 
and jacket of the furnace, forming an air space be-

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Trade Report. | 


HARDWARE. 

Business in the hardware trade continues quite 
satisfactory. Certain lines of spring goods which nat- 
urally were active for several weeks past are some- 
what quieter and other lines are now becoming more 
prominent and taking their places. This has naturally 
caused quite an amount of irregularity in the market, 
both in volume of business and in prices. In some 
lines prices are firmer, with actual strength in those 
which are in the best demand, while in others where 
the buying is falling off a little there is a tendency 
to shade prices somewhat. About the best demand in 
the local market is for builders’ hardware. A large 
amount of construction work is going on in this city, 
which has caused active buying of hardware and tools. 
There is a. fair market for wire nails and a better de- 
mand for cut nails. The volume of business in barb 
wire is slightly less, as the seasonable demand is now 
about over. The outlook in the trade is considered 
encouraging, and provided the crops turn out well there 
is expected to follow an active demand for various 
kinds of hardware. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.75 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.90 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $1.90 for less than car- 
loads at the mill, 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ 
car lots. $1.98; $2.05 out of store; painted barb wire. 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ car lots, $1.98, with 
30 cents for galvanizing ; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $1.98. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents, 





TIN PLATE. 

The tin plate market is somewhat quieter, but it 
maintains a strong tone. The American Sheet & Tin 
Plate Co. is operating 202 of its 242 mills, while the 
independents are active to the extent of go per cent.

Conditions in the sheet market remain practical\, 
unchanged. The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. | 
operating 70 per cent of its mills, while the ind: 
pendents are working about 80 per cent. Prices ar: 
still being shaded. On fairly attractive business $2.20 
on black and $3.20 on galvanized can be done, with 
occasional concessions of $1 a ton on particularly 
desirable orders. Corrugated roofing remains at $1.55 
for painted and $2.80 for galvanized, these prices being 
shaded $1 to $2 a ton, according to circumstances. 





COPPER. 


There is a little more quiet tone prevailing in the 
market for ingot copper, as consumers and dealers 
bought very heavily in anticipation of the last rise. 
and are pretty well filled up for the immediate future. 
The decline abroad has also had some effect upon buy- 
ers, as they are very sensitive to any reaction in values, 
however slight. The London market shows a decline 
of £1 tos for the week on both spot and futures. 

Thus far the decline abroad has had no effect upon 
the attitude of producers, more attention having been 
paid to the figures put out last week by the Copper 
Producers’ Association, showing a decrease in stocks 
of copper held in the country of 13,349,932 Ibs. for 
the month. The figures Jan. 1 were 169,848,141 lbs., 
against 183,198,073 Ibs. May 1 and 122,357,266 lbs. 
Jan. 1. The total production for the month of May 
was 118,356,146 lbs., the largest on record, but de- 
liveries totaled 131,706,078 Ibs., or over 19,000,000 Ibs. 
more than in April. 

The demand for copper abroad continues unabated. 
and, judging from the shipments thus far this month. 
the total exports for June will be greatly in excess of 
those made last month. The consumption of copper 
by domestic users is on the monthly basis of more 
than 61,000,000 lIbs., the largest deliveries having been 
made to consumers of any month for nearly two years. 
It is estimated that home consumption is now about 
85 per cent of normal, and a still further broadening 
is anticipated. The general opinion seems to be that 
each month will show a further reduction in the stocks 
of refined copper on hand. The heavy deliveries con- 
tracted to be made in June are expected to result in a 
substantial reduction in stocks July r.

PIG IRON. 

Foundry iron continues quiet in the New England 
trade, and in other sections the movement has been 
principally in basic and pipe irons. The situation, 
however, has lost none of its strength, and in fact the 
tendency is generally upward. There has been no 
actual advance, but shading of current quotations has 
been practically done away with, and it is not so easy 
to buy even good round tonnages at the prices which 
ruled a month ago. 

There is reported to have been some reduction in 
the number of blast furnaces in operation since the 
first of the month, but the weekly output is still being 
maintained on a basis of about 23,000,000 tons a year. 
The actual output for May was 1,880,098 tons, against 
1,738,877 tons in April and 1,164,000 tons in May, 
1908. The total production of pig iron for the year 
1909 to date has been 8,956,324 tons, against 5,666,450 
tons for the same time in 1908. The May production 
was the largest of any month since October, 1907. 

As noted above, the principal business of the week 
has been in basic and pipe irons, the United States 
Cast Iron Pipe Company taking about 20,000 tons af 
pipe iron, and large sales of basic iron were reported 
amounting to about 25,000 tons. A fair tonnage is 
pending, and the market appears to be in a healthy 
condition. From Philadelphia comes the report of a 
good demand for malleable iron, with sales of 2,000 
tons. A Connecticut concern is reported to have closed 
for 1,000 tons of malleable iron, including Virginia and 
Pennsylvania iron. 

Most of the recent sales, however, have been of 
small lots, and it does not appear that outside of the 
steel and pipe makers there has been any sharp de- 
mand for iron. The demand for foundry irop has 
been ‘principally to make up for a deficiency in the 
supply available for the end of the half year, as the 
increased business of the foundries has forced them 
to come into the market earlier than was expected. 

In the matter of prices it cannot be said that there 
has been any particular change during the week, 
though the furnace men are holding their product 
fully as firmly as has been previously noted. The 
\labama furnaces are generally holding at $12 ton 
for No, 2 foundry iron, with a small advance over this 
price being asked for deliveries.in the last half, espe- 
cially in the last quarter. It is still possible to shade 
hese prices a trifle in the case of an order very 
(tractive in tonnage and delivery, but there is less 
iading going on than has been the case for « long 

ome Of the furnaces have withdrawn from the 
tket, and are unwilling to sell their iron for future 
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delivery at any price that buyers are now willing to 
pay. This is especially true of the Alabama furnaces, 
but something of the kind is going on in Virginia. 
Virginia iron is quoted at $14@14.50 ton, Roanoke, 
for spot and third quarter iron.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
aie” 

“There has been more business within the past week than 
most people generally imagined, and as a result the market is 
firmer and prices on lower grades of iron are strong and have 
been advanced on those grades which are scarce. 

“Basic and Bessemer irons have had strong call, due to 
the activity in structural steel and rail lines, especially the 
former, which is assuming quite remarkable proportions. The 
busjness reported by the structural manufacturers is of the 
most encouraging character, and in some instances in the 
Central territory is the best they have had and promises bet- 
ter than for two years past. 

“Low grades of pig iron are the best sellers and the pipe- 
making grades are scarce. 

“The reported advance in price of Billets adds to the al- 
ready strong position of the Steel end of the business and is a 
reflection of pig iron conditions for the last month or six 
weeks. 

“Building and construction enterprises throughout the 
country are showing great activity, all of which can only have 
the best of influence on the pig iron market. 

“We can report coke as also on the up grade, with an 
active market and prices stronger than they have been. The 
generally low level of prices, however, is an inducement to 
many buyers and yearly contracts are much in evidence.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“There is no pessimistic note in the business chorus. 
From every quarter comes word of a steadily expanding 
volume of trade. The iron business has not been heading 
the procession in the revival of industry; on the contrary, 
it has been lagging behind other branches. But it looks 
as if the slow and steady betterment of conditions in the 
iron business meant that general improvement had come to 
stay. There is not a feature of the present situation that 
is not on the bull side. By this we do not mean that there 
is anything like a boom in prospect, but conditions are all 
promising. In the South order books are in fine shape. 
They have been gradually filling up until the aggregate ton- 
nage is highly satisfactory. And in the North there has 
been and is much free buying. Prices, of course, have been 
at bottom figures, but they are firm and have a rising 
tendency. 

“This week business has consisted of a good many small 
lots of Foundry iron and a few good sized lots of Malleable 
and Basic. The most favorable sign we have noticed is the 
urgency of many consumers for faster shipments. They 
want iron in a hurry, and they want it for actual use. There 
are some kinds of iron that are in exceedingly short supply 
—notably low grade Southern metals. 

“The fact that coke is being bought in much larger 
quantities is significant, for coke is bought for prompt con- 
sumption.”
